Passing Show [Spending Food Money Wisely 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
Perhaps, after going to the grocery store you 
have come home and tried to figure out where 
your money went. If you buy about the same 
as the average person, then out of your food 


dollar about forty cents went for meat, fish or 


poultry; about fifteen cents went for grain pro- 
ducts; about seven cents went 
for milk; about four cents for 


fruit; about seven cents for 
butter; another seven cents 
for vegetables; seven cents 


for sugar; six cents for eggs; 
and less than one cent for 
cheese 

Those are the average fig- 
ures but they are not es- 
pecially good. Certainly, the 
dollars would be more wisely 
spent if more of it went for 
vegetables, fruit, milk and eggs. Out of every 
dollar, only about four cents go for fruit, seven 
for vegetables and six cents for eggs. That 
means an expenditure of only seventeen cents 
for food which are extremely valuable from 
the standpoint of health

One way to buy more vegetables would be 
to purchase cheaper cuts of meat w hich would 
reduce the meat bill which is the single largest 
item spent out of your food dollar. In doing 
this, the family would have the necessary meat

QUALITY BEEF 


Stock Yards Officials Point 
Out Price Fault Not 
Theirs 


That there was not a beef animal 
in the 21 head brought in from Lac 
La Biche by Trucker Leonard 
Stanley for his own account and 
the five head brought in for S 
Compton, a farmer of the district 
and for which low prices were ob 
tained which caused some comment 
from Stanley, is the informatior 
given the Bulletin by officials of 
the Edmonton Stockyards Ltd. The 
animals were sold at the stock 
yards through Weiller and Wil- 
liams, one of the best known and 
most responsible commission firms 
in western Canada 

‘The animals which brought the 
prices complained of by Stanley 


| were of practically no value,” said 


A. W. Burrell, manager of the Ed 
monton Stock Yards Ltd There 
was not a beef animal in the buncl 
and there were a lot of calves of 
the poorest quality It was a most 
difficult lot of stock to move. There 
were some cows for which the 
packers offered fifty cents a hur 
dred, but Weiller and Williams 
would not let them go for this and 
eventually got seventy-five cents a 
hundred. In the opinion of many 
cattlemen who saw them they were 
not worth bringing in.’ 


WANT GOOD PRICES 

Mr. Burrell pointed out that it 
was to the advantage of the com 
mission men and the stockyards to 
get good prices for the farmer 

“We would like the farmers to 
get ten cents a pound if we could 
said Mr. Burrell. “We are here t 
get every cent possible. Good fat

steers are still selling at five cents 
a pound here, and with buyers pay- 
ing that price and offering fifty 
cents a hundred, for the animals 
complained of, some idea of their

might better have been shot on the 
range if they are not fed are 
brought to market, the producer of 
that class of cattle cannot expect 
to get top prices the same as the 
farmer who feeds his stock and 
brings it to the market in prime 
condition.”
